Tho
Government had other Important measures
which he hopod tho Houso would have time to
deal with.

The Itlght Hon. A.J. Balfour, tho leader ot
the Opposition in tho House, hero asked:
"How nn proposals curtailing tho liberty of
discussion of tho Home llulo bill bo a necessity
whon the Prlmo Minister In the same brenth
says that thero Is plenty tlmo to settle othor
question'"

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said it was party ex-
pediency and not parliamentary necessity that
Inspired the resolution. Nothing butthewholo
energiesot Parliament during tho wholo ses-

sion wero adequate tothe Homo Ilulo bill. Tho
Government wished to evudo discussion of a
new Constitution affecting the United King-
dom.

Mr. Balfour donled that there was a parallel
between the closure resolutions of tho Con-
servatives In 1887 and tho present resolutions.
The Crimes bill of 1887 was urgent, whilo tho
Homo Itulo bill Is not. Ho defended tho
amendments to tho bill, saying that though
they wero numerous none of them were ob-

structive. Nevor had dobntos conducted In
Committee ot the Wholo shown moro rogard
for tho rules of tho House, nor had amend-
ments offerod moro rolevancy to tho subject
mattor of the bill thoy were propnsod to Im-

prove.
T. W. Russell, champion of tho men of Ulster,

moved the rejection of the resolution.
John Chamberlain, leader of the Llbernl

Unionists, spoke at length against tho Gov-

ernment's plan for curtailing tho debate In the
committee stage. In 1887. lie snld. the Liber-
als had resisted the Government's closure pro-

posals as cutting the roots ot parliamentary
institutions. Had the gentlemen now leading
the Liberal patty forgotten the Indlgnntlou
aad alarm to which thoy then gave utterance ,'

If not, how could thoy justify themselves In
adopting a much harsher mothod than that
used by the Government In lK7f Whero
could they llnd on excuse for shutting off de-

bate on such a momentous mrnsuru ns tho
Homo llule bill, which imperilled tho life or
the country, which abolished tho treaty of
union that had existed between (treat Britain
and Ireland for ninety years? Tho object of
the resolution was virtually to gag the chief
contracting party to the union. .Nothing moro
monstrous had ever been proposed in tho
House.

Sir Kdward Clarke. Conservative for Plym-
outh, denounced the Government for not
noticing the arguments of tho Unionists. This
silence, he said, was Buch it piece of Parlia-
mentary discourtesy ns had not before been
recorded. It was tho evidence of political
cowardice.

Mr. Cbnplln. President of the Hoard of Agri-
culture under tho Inst Salisbury Administra-
tion, criticised the Ministers hardly less
sharply for their refusal to debate tho resolu-
tion, and oventunlty moved that, as n protest
against the conduit of the Ministry, an ad-

journment be taken.
Sir William Harcourt rcplld briefly to the

Opposition speakers. Tho Prime Minister, ho
said, had fully explained the object ot the
resolution and had statod tho Government's
reasons for introducing It. The arguments
given In his speech had rendered superfluous
any further discussion on the part ot the
Government.

Mr, Hopkins snld that he also found that
Mr, Pollock had mortgaged Ills property In
Nyack In 1181 to the Mutual Llfo Insurance
Company for S10.000.

in tholr clusses and ple.isuntlv fraternizing, ns
if untuiu hud made no dlstinition between
them. Dr. F. K. Perkins, the principal, pre-
sided, and in his opening nddre-- s icfi'ircd to
the great success which hnd attended tho ex-
periment ot a mixed school.

He testltled to the good order and harmony
which had prevailed since tln union of tho
white and colored schools, six months ago.
